In partial modification of the order referred at pre- 
amble (i) and (ii), the Collector of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli is hereby pleased to order that the following shall 
be included in the definition of the word “FOOD- 
GRAINS” as defined in the clause 2(a) of the order re- 
ferred to at preamble (i) :■ —

ORDER 

No. ADM/ Supply/ Grass/ 7 (66)- — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-rule (3) (a) of Rule 125 ol 
the Defence of India Rules, 1962, the Collector, Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli, by virtue of authorities vested in him 
vide Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli’s notifica- 
tion dated 26th November 1964 is hereby pleased to 
make the following order, namely : — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This 
order may be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli Grass 
(Movement Regulating) Order, 1966. 
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(2) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli (hereinafter referred to as the 
territory). 

(3) It shall come into force immediately. 

2. Definitions. — In this order unless the context other- 
wise requires : — 

(a) “grass" means any variety of grass or a hay 
grown or produced in or imported into the territory; 

(b) “movement” means to take or cause to be taken 
by any means whatsoever, from any place of the Union 
Territory to any place outside the territory; 

(c) “Collector” means the Collector of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli. 

(d) “Union Territory” means the Union Territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

3. Bun on movement of grass . — No person shall move 
or attempt to move or abet the movement of grass except 
under and in accordance with a permit issued by the 
Collector or any other officer authorised by the Collec- 
lor in this behalf; 

Piovided that nothing contained herein shall apply to 
the movement of grass. 

( 1 ) on a Government account; or 

(2) under and in accordance with Military credit 
notes. 

4. Powers of Entry, Search, Seizure, etc. :• — 

(1) Any police officer not below the rank of a Head 
Constable or any officer of the Civil Supplies Depart- 
ment not below the rank of Supply Avalkarkun, any 
Revenue Officer not below the rank of Avalkarkun and 
any other person authorised in this behalf by the Collec- 
tor, may with a view to securing compliance with this 
order or to satisfying himself that this order has been 
complied with; 

(a) Stop and search or authorise any person to stop 
and search any person or any boat, motor or other 
vehicle or any receptacle used or intended to be used 
for the movement of grass; 
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-(b) enter and search- or authorise any person to enter 
and search any place; 

(c) Seize or authorise the seizure of grass in respect 
of which he suspects that any provision of this order 
has been, is being or is about to be contravened, along 
with the packages, Coverings, or receptacles in which 
such grass is found, or the animals, vehicles, vessels, 
boats or other conveyances used in carrying such grass; 

(2) The provisions of Section 102 and 103 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1899 (V of 1899), relat- 
ing to search and seizure shall, so far as may be apply 
to searches and seizure under this clause.
